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l Farrow CITIZENS OF Tum SENATE 
AND House or REPRESENTATIVES”? 

Permit me tọ tender to you my most sincere congratulations upon your 
gafe arrival at the Seat of Government, and: to express a confident hope 
that the solemn responsibilities which at this important juncture devolve 
upon you as the legislative functionaries of the State, may be met in a be- 
coming spirit, and that the results of your deliberations may be found in 
the increased prosperity of your constituents. 

Assembled under the auspices of a new constitutional compact, let me 
fisk of you, on this eccasion, to join with me, and in our own names, and 
on behalf of our constituents, to offer up to the Great Author of Nature, 
the most profound homage and fervent gratitude, for the many signal bles. 
sings which, as a united people, and asa distinct Republic, we have re- 
ceived at his hands, and to beseech him “who hath not dealt so with any 
other nation,” te continue his watchful and bountiful Providence over thig 
our favored land. 

The events nowin progress, the circumstances under which you have 
been called together, and the objects of your assembling, are well calcu- 
lated to impress us with a just estimate of the value and extent of our 
Fights as a political community, and of the fearful pe poneiutgi under 
which we are required to act, 

Representing a youthful and enterprising State, which, with a fearless: 
ness of consequences and in a spirit of reform, characteristic of the age ip - 
which we live; throwing aside many of the received doctrines of the exist- 
ing school of politics, and advancing boldly upon the field of experiment, 

- in the organization of its government has pushed to its utmost verge the 
doctrine of popular rights, your duties will be equally delicate, difficult 
and important— Aseembled under the auspices of the Constitution thus 
recently remodeled, your wisdom will first be taxed to supply, by legisla- 
tion, the means of giving to its various Provisions, fair, ample, and impar- 
tial operation, Whatever difference of opinion may exist, in relation to 
the expediency of the novel doetrines infused into the fundamental law 
of Mississippi, in your patriotism I- have the best assurance, and in your 
wisdom the surest guarantee that that efficiency and direction which is 
best calculated to advance the glory and prosperity of our country will be 
given to it. 

Commencing, as it were, a new term of political existence, unshackled 
by the prejudices, errors and forms which, in old ‘communities, sanctified 
by time and strengthened by habit, too often acquire the force and energy 
of nature, we may deliberate with calmness and equanimity upon the 
eourse proper for us to-pursue. By consulting the history of the past, 
the most salutary lessons may be learned; and by avoiding those errors of 
policy which have thwarted the hopes, arrested the progress, and destroyed. 
the prosperity of free States, we may found the glory of our own upon the 
nost imperishable basis, 


To ebiain and to perpetyate the possession of civil and religious fiber- 
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iy, should form the grand-object of all constitutional arrangements; and 


constitutes the chiefend and scope ofthe instrument, under the authority 
of which I have now the'honor of communicating with you. - To the at- 
tainment of this end, a certain degree of intelligence diffused throughout 
the constituent body, is éssentially necessary, He who understands not 


his own rights, knows not-when or bow to protect them, and is equally ill: 


prepared to respect the rights 6f others.. As uherefore, the diffusion of in- 
telligence among & people, is confessedly netessary to enable them net 
only to enjoy the blessings ofa free government, but to protect and defend 
their liberties, it becomes the first great duty of a Republic to provide for 
all its members the means: of instruction. - 'The recent changes: made in 
ihe organic law of the land; by whiclr greater privileges are eonferred up- 
on, and highér duties required of the citizen, make this obligation, if pos- 
sible, still more'imperious, It wasin & spirit of profound wisdom, dicta- 
ted by the Convention, that “schools: and the means of education shall for- 
ever be encouraged in this State,” “The propriety will readily suggest it- 
self to you of immediately (by legislative enactment) laying the founda- 
tion of a general system: of Schools and Academies, bo organized. that the 
means of instruction may be placed witliin the reach ef the poorest of our 
citizens. It is for me only to hold thesubject up to your attention ;:to you 
belong the power of creating the means, and the wisdom-of applying them 
in the most judicious manner. E 

Next to the paramount object of education, it may not be thought im- 
proper for you to deliberate upon the best.means of increasing the value 
and amount of the prodücts of agricultural labor. It is obvious that this 
can only be done by cheapening ind facilitating the means of transporta- 
tion between the various agricultural sections and commercial points in 
this State, The labor which, under existing circumstances, is necessa- 
riy expended in transporting the productions of our industry from the 
farm to the market, forms a heavy tax upon the productions and labor of 
this community.. It may therefore be regarded as one of the great duties 
of thelState, by the intervention of a judicious system of imterval improve- 
ment, founded upon principles of equality, as it respects the several sec- 
tions of our country, to give full effect, to the labor of her citizens, and full 
value to’ their products, by facilitating the intercourse among them, by di- 
finishing the quantum of labor consumed in the conveyancezand lasily, 
by drawiiig forth for théir happiness all of the physical advantages of the 
cowntry. Partial appropriations to attain this object might be écclaimed 
iguinst as unjust, and the precipitate adoption of a defective plan for the 
same purpose, would be fraught with the most disastrous ewnsequences, 
Ín your action upon this subject, I feel assured that you wiil calmly and 
deliberately sutvey the whole ground, and that yon will:serntintze the pe- 
licy of making any appropriations for this purpese,.uniess in execution "^ 
a general and well digested system. l 

The Planters Bank, from its peculiar organization, bomg intimately ern- 
nected with the interest of the Siete, will receiv e-that share of your aite: 
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‘tion, which its importance may demand. By the charter of this institu- - 
tion, the State is permitted to become a stockholder to the amount dt 
“$2;000,000. State bonds, pursuant to a supplemental act, were sold, 
and the proceeds vested in stock: the three per cent, fund as it has be- 
-come available, and a portion of the literary fund, have respectively been 
vested in stock in said bank, making together with the proceeds of the 
-sales of State bonds the sum: of $5,25,900. Of the two millions worth 
of stock reserved for the State in this bank, there therefore still remain 
$1,474,100 00 yet vacant. "The question now presents itself to you 
whether it is expedient at this time*to order a farther sale of State bonds, 
and if so, to what amount? for the purpose of investing the proceeds 
thereof in the vacant stock of the State. „It may be of some importance to 
you to give your attention to this subject, It is an object of primary im- 
‘portance with every community which has made the first step in civiliza- 
tion to preserve he currency in a sound and heakhful state, and to pre- 
vent wild and gambling speculations,-by :checking improper drains of pa- 
„per circulation. 

It will not be asserted that the circulatingrmedium is at this time too 
extended. Assuming then that the present.amount of circulating me 
dium in the State of Mississippi is adequate to give the requisite facilities 
to every branch -of industry, there may yet be circumstances which make 
it imperative upon you to:provide for an extension of the circulation of 
this Bank. It is:now believed to be certain that the charter of the U.S. 
Bank will not be renewed: The large amount in circulation supplied by 
the branch of that bank in this State must therefore be speedily with: 
drawn. -It will readily present itself to your mind, that the sudden witk- 
drawal of so large an amount of money from the circulation of this State 
must produce the most disastrous consequences, unless prevented by 
timely legislation on your part. The gradual extinguishment of the debt 
due by our citizens to the Bank of the State of Mississippi will create ad- 
ditional wants for banking facilities, and open an-extensive field for 
banking operations. Add to these considerations the fair calculation 
that our wealthand population will in a very limited time be doubled by 
emipration to our newly acquired territory, and it would appear that the 
policy is unquestioned which dictates a further sale of State bonds, first 
with d view to prevent :a sudden diminution of our circulation, and se- 
ccndly to extend it. Fermit me to direct your-attention to.the charter of 
this Bank, which, upon investigation, may appear to you ‘to requiro 
amendment, ‘Ibe charter provides that the Governor on the part of the 
State shall hove the power cf appointing, subject-to the rejection or con- 
firmation of the Senate, seven out cf thirieen of the ‘Directors, ‘The right 
thus conferred upon the Executive and Senate makes this institution es- 
sentially a Government Bank. This feature (as bythe plan the State 
was the'largest owner of stock) was inserted in conformity with the 9th 
section of tbe:6:h article of the old constitution, which required a reser- 
vaticn of the right, on the part of the State, to appgint Directors in any 
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“banking institution, in number proportioned to the amount-éf-stock own: 
»ed by the State in-such bank, Experience has abundantly tested the ‘truth 
„of the observation, that government banks are injurious to the morals-and 
liberties of a state, and dangerous to the interests of: individual stockholders: 


So firmly is its truth established with the commercial and banking. por-. 


tions of our community, that a large quantity of the private stock of this 
Bank remains, and -will remain vacant, (although-it has commenced its 
operations under the’ fairest auspices and been conducted, up to the pre- 


sent moment, with the most consummate skill,) unless this feature shall - 


become altered. Itis believed upen the best assurance that if’ you shall, 
in the exercise of your legislative discretion, deem it expedient to alter 
this feature of the corporation, so as to give to individual stockholders & 
preponderance in the direction, the vacant shares of this bank-will be im- 
mediately appropriated, and the stock assume the first character in the 
market. It is obvious to you that the welfare of the State is deeply in- 
volved with the fate of this Bank, regarded not--only as an instrument by 
which iis agricultural and commercial interests may' be materially af- 
fected, but as a powerful and éffective means for the-production of -reve- 
nue, It may therefore be expected that, in the exercise åf your legisla- 
tive powers, you will be careft:l to throw around it the bést guards for its 
faithful and judicious management. Itis believed that this end will be 
more certainly attained by confiding its administration to the hands of 
those whose interest will be identified with that of the State regarded in 
the light of a private stcekholder, than by committing it to the manage- 
ment of any mere agents appointed on the- part of the government. It 
would be unreasonable in the State to hope for a greater degree of pru- 


dence and good faith in the administratien of its affairs, than is displayed ` 


. by prudent individuals in the management of “their own private concerns. 


Under the provisions of the charter, as it now stands, each individual 


stockholder is entitled to one vote for each share of stock awned by hin. : 
if the right to elect a majority of the Directors be given to thesteckhold- 
ers, it: would appear prudent likewise to alter the feature above'aliuded te, 
It is evident that if this alteration be not also made a few individuals might 
control the election of a majority of the whole Directors, *By the adep- 
tion of a judicious scale for voting applied.to this subject the apprehend- 
ed-evil may be effeetually prevented, M 
By an act-passed 19ih December, 1831, authorising the Bank of the 
State of Mississippi, to close its concerns, it is made the duty of the Di- 
rectory by the:3ist day of Dec, 1832, to reduce their loans titrce hundred 
thousand dellars;in cousequence ‘of which, lam adviscd that a corres- 
ponding amount of the capital stock. (perhaps from twenty to twenty-five 
per cent)‘wili be paid off in a short time; and it is presumáble that a simi- 
‘lar amount will be paid off during the ensuing sear.

A proper regard for our owm 
rights, and those of our sister States, will doubtless dictate the course’ 
you should pursue. 

Resolutions from the State of Louidon relative to fugitive slaves, and 
q contemplated Pail road' from’ New-Orleans to: Washington City, accom- 
panied by a letter frem his Excelleacy Gov. Romain; and also resolutions 
adopted by the Legislatures of the States of Maine and New-Hampshire 
denying the power of the General Government to prosecute a system of 
internal improvement, and, recommending to it a reduction of the duties 
on imposts to a standard adequate, only, to defray the ordinary and-ne- 
cessary expenses of the Government, are herewith respectfully submitted 
to your consideration. Our own Legislature, i in the year 1829, resolved 
that thetariff law of 1828, “Is contrary tothe spirit of the’ Constitution 
of the United States, impolitic and oppressive in its operation upon ihe 
southern States and should be resisted by all Constitutiona? means.” 
such were then and are now believed to be, the feelings and sentiments 
of a large majority of the people of the State, Resolutions similar to the 
one last referred to, have been adopted by several of the other southern 
States. Indeed, there seems to be but little difference of opinion, upon 
this subject, among the people of the seuth genorally. Yet strange as it 
tnay appear, the General Government has persisted in this most unjust and 
oppressive system, until one of the States, affording. the purest patriots, 
and most talented statesmen, has been induced to beleve that no. relief 
was to be expected, and has entered upon a course which seems to threat: 
en a dissolution of the-Wnion.. It is hoped, however, that Corgress, will 
at their present session, so modify the obnoxious law as to restore harmo- 
ny and good feeling, once more, between the different sections of our 
beloved country. 

Sincerely hoping that your deliberations may be characterized by a 
spirit of mutual concession in all matters involving interests ofa local na- 
ture, and' that all subjects of a public nature on which you may have to 
act, may be disposed of at as early a period as may be consistent with tho 
public welfare, btender you my cordial co-operation in every measure cal. 
culated to promote the prosperity, the happiness, and the glory of our 
couptry.

At present there is no Baal k within our State at which the Planter cam 
Le accommo odated, A loan for two or four months] is no accommodation to 
him; because the: product of his labor cannot be disposed of. in time to 
meet t2 pymes Curs isan agricaltural Stato, with but one staple com- 
modit. Any obstacle thrown in the way of agrict ‘tural advancement 
must therefore be sensibly felt by the whole commtnity, In a short time 
an extensive territory of land within our State will be in market. No pe- 
cugiary facility is offered the honest man in. search of a. small but com- 
fortable ko »ne—to obtain which, he may be left to the merty ofginerci- 
jess mon icy brokers and speculators, If the State should no guard 
aciinst this contingency, by affording suitable-facilities in obtaining mo- 
ney, itis evident tese lands wil be ‘purchased hy ud holders, with a 
view to speculation—---a result dangerous to the rapid growth and prospe- 
rity of the State, and averse to the soundest principle of political economy. 
The Bank of the Stateof Mississippi has already, commenced calling 
in its loans. "The United. States Bank, in all probability, will soon 
wind up its efairs, and the heavy sums due it be demanded òf our fel- 
low citizens. "Po cnable them to meot these exigencies, without pecu- 
ay loss, an inercase of banking capital is absolutely necessary. ‘The 
"lanters Bank is now in suc cessful op seration; its capital can be inereased 
to the limits of its charter, with but little addition: il expense in 18 manage- 
ment. Buci being the fict, an increase of its capital would m sore readily 
meet tie wants of the people than any other pian that seggests itself to 
my mind. I have alre ady shown that the Sinking Fund will pay the loan 
aliea ly negociated by the | State, with a handsome ‘addition to her revenue. 
I shall now proceed to shew that the contemplated increase of capital 
' will be more beneficial to the revenue of the State, with the same careful 
management, ‘The State of Indiana has recently sold her State bonds, 
similar to ours, at a premium of fifteen per cent., no doubt is entertained 
but this State can obtain at léast an equally advantageous loan. Should 
the Legislature deem it best to borrow the remaining amount of $1,500,- 
0090, for the investment of stock authorized by the charter of the Bank 
and the Constitution of the State, the premium on this sum-would amount 
to $225,000; a sum sufficient to defray the expenses of the State for more 
than three years, without any taxation. Should they think proper to 
confide it to the management of the Commissioners of the sinking fund, 
it will amount to $485,753 09 in ten year at 8 per cent, interest, But if 
the Legislature would boiow 41,300. 000 the premium en this amount 
would be #1 95.CC0, which added to theamount borrowed, would make 
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the sum of $1,495,000. The whole ofthis sum could be vested in stock, 
and semi-annual dividends accruing from the, amount of thé. premium 
placed to the credit-of the sinking fund, under the control of the commis- 
siuners, . ‘The dividends so declared, could be loaned at an interest cf 
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ten per cent and thus loaned, would amount-io.$505;774 in ten years, 


supposing thé loans tobe. made annually; andja, much larger sum, were | 


the dividends loaned immediately after they:were declared, which would 
ficquenily be the case: ` "Thus after the expiration often yeats the simple 
interest upon the nett-prefits ofthe’ Dank would nearly defray tlie expen- 

es of the Government, and at the same time aflurd a speedy relief to the 
pecuniary wants of the community; objects‘too desirable for arguments to 
give them additional claims tó your consideration. 

I cheerfully concur in the recommendation cf ihe Execttive so to a- 
mend the charterofthe Bank asto givethe preponderance of the Directory 
into the hands ofthe private stockholders, for the conclusive reasoning so 
dbly advanced in his message. H $ 

In obediance to law, and from. a'sense of duty, I respectfuily tender 
the following suggestions to the consideration of the Legislature: , 

1st. To authorize the Auditor to allow to Sherifls their fees in crimi- 
nal prosecutions, in which the State shall fail in the prosecution, and the 
costs be not taxed on the prosecutor, and in cases of conviction, where 
the defendant .may be unable to pay the costs. At present there 1s no 
positive law authorizing the. payment oftheir fees m such cases. ‘The 
same reasons that induced ‘the Legislature to pay the fees of Clerks iu 
such eases out of the State Treasury, urge the claims ofthe Sheriffs to 
their fees from the same source, -F have ever considered this a Casts 
omissus in the law, and not a determination on the part of the State to re- 
quire the labor of these officers for nothing. —. 

9nd. That in all criminal prosecutions, the State should pay ihe wit- 
nesses summoned by the defendant, where the State fails in the prosecu- 
ticayor where the defendant is convicted and unable to pay the cost, 
When a man is acquited ofa charge of guilt, it is evidence that he was 
not guilty of the crime of which he was accused; and it appears to me 
unjust to require of him to pay any part of the cost-necessary in the suit 
to establish his innocence, Whenever the State succeeds in a presecu- 
tion, the defendant is required to.pay all the costs of the suit, Whenever 
she failg in a prosecution, Í think it nothing but sheer justice that she 
should do the same. ` s 

3rd, I respectfully suggest to the consideration of the Legislature, 
whether it would not be best tosell to the highest bidder, at a credit of 
one, two, and three years, the thirty-six sections əf land donated to the 
State by the General Government for a seminary oflearning, and in order 
to guard against any possible fraud in the selling or combination in the 
purchasing of the lands, 1 would also. suggest that three commissioners 
be appointed to. value them on oath, by subdivisions, and that three- 
fourths ofthe valuation should be the minimum price at which they 
should be sold. . 
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"Since the Goth 3s ánuarr, {3U5, it has been the duiy ofthe Auditor of 
Public Accounts to lease the ununprdsed parts of these lands to any per- 
son who would give the necessary bond to improve themas the law te- 
quired. Since’ ihe Tth Fe vbruary, 1827, it has been his duty to lease, 
from time to time, to the highest bidder, Such portions of them as were 
improved by ihe lessees after the e: spiration of their leases, These du- 
ties have been performed witha strict regard to the interest of the State, 
without attaining, in my humble opinion, the ends contemplated by the 
framers of the law.

From 
the interest alone arising from thé sale of these lands a seminary oflearn- 
ing might: he supported, which could annually receive from the lap of 
penury two hundred: of those Children, ànd us often return a like number 
to the bosom of society, ‘prepared ‘for the useful occupations of life.

Representatives at 
the head of the revenue department of the State, I have feltit my duty in 
discharging the trast confided to me, to submit the above suggestion to 
your superior judgments as a Constitutional means of counteracting the 
oppressive PnonHon of the Tanif system upon the prespeiity and interest 
of our State by a suitable ad} justment of our own revenue without ph.eing 
the State or hor laws in collisionwith the Constitution or laws of the Uub 
ted States. , “A project in my opinion,*both dangerous and »nnecessa: jy. 

It has been the policy of the. State, from tho commentement of ber 
State Goverumerit to assess an aunual tax upon the Sinemi of the siles 
of the merchandise, sold within her limits, as so ruch capital in the hunds | 
of her merchants al the commencement ef each year. [Her ght to tax 
this capital in the hands of her citizens has never been confreverted, ‘The 
'; Legislature has not only taxed this capitel, but distingi lung puta 
the articles sold, has varied the ra e of texaticn vpcn the sales of difle 
ent articles with an evident regaid to.the g geed or Lad e&£oet that w odd 
result frcm the sale of the article to the safety and general good. of the 
whele ccnimunity. A low tex for exaniple, is asscescd upon ihe seles 
of ordinary articles of merchandise, kecavse they ae beneficial to ihe 
, community at large, end edd to the wealth cf the Siae. OA igher fex 
is assessed upen the sales of Wocaén Clocks, to proiect the citizen from 
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imposition, atid the State fronià useless drain of money. A still higher 
tax is laid on the sales ofslaves, to discourage a traffic by which the pub- 
lic safety is in-some degree. endangered, the public. good in no wise ad- 
vanced, and the State drained. of much. money, In thus exercising the 
right of self protection, a right inherent in every sovereign’ community; 
the State in my humble opinion, hgs not attempted the exercise of any of 
those powers she relinquished for àn equal participation in the benefits re- 
sulting from the union of the States? The tax. proposed in the. above 
suggestion varies not a shade in its principle, from the system of taxation 
so long acted upon by the State; its objectis the safety, and-general' good 
of the whole community, the legitimate end ofall taxation. + 

Should the Legislatures of the several Southern States assess a tax of 
fifty per cent, upon the sales of such articles of domestic manufacture as 
receive a protection from the General. Government, detrimental to their 
interest, it would eifectually shut out those articles from the Southern 
market, without which, the manufacturers of them could not long exist, 
The interest of the manufacturing capitalists would.therefore induce them | 
to yield to the claims of justice, and reduce the tariff to a revenue stand- 
ard as proposed by the Executive of the General’ Government, which I 
humbly conceive is all important to the general good, and safety.of the 
citizens of our State in the present unhappy aspect of We -political affiirs 
of our country. ——' " 

Inthe careful and candid exatnindtion I have given this subject, T 
confess I have not been able to discover the smallest injury that could 
pcssibly result to any portion of our fellow-citizens from the practical 
operation of ihe law suggested, The large cities of the United States: 
atford an ample supply of foreign merchandise of which our. merchants 
can.purchase as cheap as they can articles of the same quality manufac- 
tured in the United States: such will necessarially be the fact so long as 
foreign goods are brought to our market, for the simple reason that they 
could not be sold at all, unless theprice and quality came m fair compi- 
tition with the articles of domestic manufacture, The only difficulty : 
that could arise, in my opinion, will be to distinguish between the articles 
of foreign and domestic manufactures. — "T'hisis removed by the fact that 
all articles of manufacture, foreign and domestic, bear the impress of the 
manufactory at which they are made; to compensate for th's difficulty, if | 
any, our merchants will be released from taxa‘ on, sy which they will .be 
enabled to sell more goods, because they can sell them cheaper; for Ibe- 
lieve it is acknowledged that the tax required. of the merchant is added to . 
the usual profits made upon the goods sold, and is thus paid by the con- ° 
sumers of the goods. Ifthen, the tax upon merchandise enters .into the - 
price of the goods sold, the farmers, mechanics, and other citizens of our 
State, willbe released by the operation of the law suggested, from an 
annual tax of about $7,664 45, after the first of January next, at which 
time the State, from her increased wealthand population ean well aford

lt will be perceived, upon eximiriation, that two distinct sets of resolu- 
tions are appended to the report of the majority, the former of which refer 
specifically to, the “resolutions of the Senate and House of Representa- 

tives of the State of Louisiana, i im General Assembly convened, requesting 
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i 
ine President of the United States to order the U, S. Engineers to. make 
all the necessary surveys and estimates fora rail road from, New Orleagy ` 
` to Washington City.” With regard. to the resolutions offered by the ma. 
jority in relation to this subject, we have only to declare that. the senti. 
ments therein expressed, meet our entire approbation and.concurrence, 
The latter class of resolutions which accompany the report, relate to the 
“resolutions from the States of Maine and New-Hampsnire, and that por- 
tion of the Governor's Message which points to their consideration.” 
Respecting this branch of the labors which has engaged the attention of 
your committee, the majority, in their report, declare that they “would ex- 
press the belief that the sentiments of a majority of the people of this 
State, In regard to the subjects to which they relatey are in accordance 
with those expressed by the General Assembly, in the year 1829, decla. 
ing the tariff law of 1828, so far as it contemplated a system. of protec- 
tion, carried beyond the manufacture of such articles as ane necessary to 
the nutional defence, to be contrary to the spirit of the Comstitution of the 
U. States, irapolitic and oppressive in its operation upon the Southern 
tates, and should be iesisted by all constitutional means.” -> 
A reference to this resolution of tlie General Assembly of 1629, with 
regard to tho tariff of the preceding year, will show that the majority are 
entirely mistaken m supposing any exception whatever, to have been made 
therein, in favor of that portion of the protecting policy which: contem- 
plates the domestic encouragement of-such articles of manufacture, as 
contribute, either essentially or incidentally:to the military defence of the 
country, No such ieservation is there to be found; and „the committee, 
i promulgating the impression that the,resolution in question, whether 
affirmatively or negatively, concedes the constitntionality of such legisla- 
tion by Congress as proposes direct protection to munitions. of - war, aud 
the “articles necessary to national defence," are indebied toe, their own 
suggestions of what the friends of the protecting system would wish it to 
ve, and not to what the actual purport of the resolution is, . Whilst, therc- 
iore, we yield our unequivocal assent to the expression of opinion by tne 
majority, as to the views at present entertained by the peoole of this State, 
in relation to the subject of the above named resolution, we would not x 
understood to affirm thereby, that eithér.the people of Mississippi, at. th 
time of its- passage, did, as intimated, recognize the:constitutional righ 
of Congress to pass laws for the exclusive protection of the articles allu 
ded to, or that we ourselves, are prepared to admit the exercise of such! 
‘power, Qur own convictions, and we believe, those of the great mass € 
thé Mississippi people, are substantially these: ‘That the power of 1b 
"General Government to impose discriminating or prohibitery duties upo 
any article of foreign commerce or production, with a view to the. encou 
agement of similar demestic articles, is no where to be found in the co! 
‘slifution of the U. States, and that it is,of threatening and dangerous fe 
dency to the reserved rights of the States, as well as to the tranquilli 
and integrity of the Union for Congress to.attempt by implication ar co

struetion .to-deduce from that instrumenti any power not authorized by: an, 
express, and indispatablé grant: we look in vain to the éharter of our 
Federal Union, for any delegátion ef power to tbe General Government, 
which can be fairly interpreted to authorize the adoption ‘of any, even the 
most partial system" of protection—and although in some points of view 
it might superficially seem to be advantageous to the national interest, to 
establish a limited policy designed for the defence and safety ef the COUR- 
try in perilous times, yet when maturely considered, theré are other views 
uf sound policy by which they are opposed and counterbalanced, and 
which forcibly dictate, in our opinion, the wisdom on the part.of the furc« 
tionaries of the General Government, in abstaining altogether frem the ex- 
ercise of a power at least esteemed to be of a doubtful character. ‘Phis 
course appears the most: advisable, because it is obvious to all; that:the 
legitimate protection which Congress could incidentally afford to articles. 
of a military description, would produce al! the effects of positive protec- 
tion. and ensure to the country a sufficient and cheap supply. — — 

This brief explanation of.our sentiments has been offered, fo remove 
any suspicion which might arise, that in responding to the declaration of 
the majority with regard to the principles cherished by our people, and 
still retained by them, we intended to signify our own approbation-or 
theirs, of the constitutionality of the tariff which should secuie exclusive 
encouragement to the military materials of the nation. ET 

We would here gladly conclude the performance of the unpleasant du- 
ty which has been imposed ‘on us, by the peculiar character and contents 
ofthe report and resolutions submitted by the majority ;—but a silent ac- 
quiescence in some of the positions and principles therein assumed by 
them, and recommended: to vou, for your sanction and support, would 
subject us to impütations which we would, at no time be willing to incur, 
and which at this particular period we feel ourselves bound in the most 
solemn manrier to protest against. Seizing with unwarranted avidity up- 
on the very slight and almost imperceptible pretext, which the. occasion 
was supposed to present, the majotity of. the committce-have smuggled 
into their report and resolutions, (somewhat-ungracefully it is true) an ex- 
position wholly uncalled for, and we may be allowed to add, unlocked 
for, of their views in relation to the merits of the controversy, now pend- 
ing between the Federal Government and one of the sovereign States of 
the confederacy, “affording the purest patriots and most talented States: 
men.” At the same'time, that they deal out a gratuitotis denunciation 
against the measures which this sovereign member of the Unión has 
deemed it her duty to pursue, in order to obfain a redress of injuries so- 
lemnly alleged, by her, to have becn perpetrated on her people by the mal- 
administration and abuse of those powers, which she as-one of the inde- 
pendent parties'to the compact, agreed to confer upon-the General Goy- 
ernment—they likewise seek occasion to velunicer their “hearty accor- 
dance in the generál political sentiments recently promülgated in-the 
Proclamation ofthe President of. the United States? We- can discover 
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no ittipèrdtive necessity. which exists at the présent moment, calling upon 
the State of Mississippi, to interpose by the action of her Legislature, be- 
tween the contending parties—aud:even although there were ciréumstan- 
ces to justify and inducesuch interposition, at this juncture, most assur- 
edly, the language of bitter.denunciation, and of stern rebuke, when ap: 
plied to thé proceedings of a sister State, are but illy adopted to the end’ 
seemingly desired by the committee, viz: the harmonious accommodation, 
of existing differences, After asserting their unqualified approbation of 
the * general political sentiments contained, in tlie Proclamation of the 
President," the majority cannot reasonably cornplain. of “ false: inferen- 
ces" from their report; when we venture to declare that thé doctrine of 
State sovereignty, so long regarded with reverence and veneration by the 
Statesmen ofthe South, is virtyally repudiated and condemned by them; 
whilst the antagonist doctrine of consolidation, and the absolute suprema- 
cy of the Federal Government over the rights and liberties of the States 
js countenanced and upheld, : 
The constitutional right of the authorities of the General Government 
to arrest, and punish as traitors the citizens of a sovereign Siate—acting 
in obedience to high and solemn dictates of her own municipal laws, and, 
the right, by violence and military force, to coerce a sovereign member of 
the confederacy, and to prevent the exercise of her paramount right to. se- 
cede from the Union, are unquestiqnably included. in.the unqualified ap- 
proval gisen by the mejority to “the general political sentiments” of the 
President, in his late Proclamation. To doctrines so monstrous and start- 
ling, the minority can never yield their assent. Every article of the politi- 
cal faith they have heretofore learned—every.cannon of the political creed 
they have hitherto been taught, must be totally obliterated and effaced from 
their minds, before they can bestow, their sanction upon principles, utterly 
subverse of the rights of the States as independent political communities’ 
—destructive of the integrity of the Union, and fatal to the liberties of the 
people. Against these principles we have waged an implacable war; when 
propounded and advocated by those whe not only style themselses, but 
whom we-jusily style the "national party” in. our country; and we cannot, 
-——we will not espouse them now, alulhough commended to our acceptance 
by all thé weight of a powerful name, and all the influence of a popular . 
and professedly Republican administration. In their sweeping and,univer- 
sal assumption of the principles of the proclamation, the committee havé 
adopted and reaffirmed the anti-republican heretical doctrine, that the go- 
vernment created by the States, when they formed our free and glorious - 
Union, is a nationd! government, and not a confederated republic, com- 
posed of independent sovereign States: that: the- people of the several 
States in the formation of such a government, have actually transferred 
their primary allegiance from their own respective State, Governments to 
that of the nation.’ Believing that these principles, if concurréd in, and 
canied out in practice; would speedily convert our free and happy system 
of grvernment into an undisguised ard dangerous despotism, and -Jevel 9 - 
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deadly blow at the independence of the Btates, and’ the libértics 3 thes 
people, we avail ourselves of the opportunity which is hereby given fo en- 
et our most solemn protest against them, ` Wherefore; the minority would 
iost respectfully submit for consideration the following 1 resolutions:

Wentlemén of the Senate: 

Earnestly desiring to guard against any of those ata conflicts which . 
have heretofore unfortunately arisen between some of the States and the 
General Government, I have carefully examined a bill entitled “An act 
to divide Yazoo county;” and afier mature deliberation, feel myself called 
upon to exercise the power vested in me by the constitution, of withhold- 

ing from it my approbation and signature, 1 therefore return it with the 
following objections, to wit: 

In the 18th article of tlie late Choctaw treaty, it is expressly stipulated 
that no person shall be permitted to settle within the nation, until the 
Choctaws shall remove from thence to the home secnred to them by that 
instrument, and in the 3d article, it is farther provided, that not exceed- 
ing one half of the whole number shall remove during the fall of 1831— 
°32, and that the residue shall remove during the fall of 1833.—It follows, 
iherefore, that whether authorized " the constituted authorities of this 
State or not, all persons entering the Indian territory, as settlers, prior to 
that time, must be regarded as acting in violation of that treaty, and liable 
io be expelled by force, on the part of the General Governnient. 

The bill above referred to, provides for laying off a new county com- 
prehending a portion of this territory, and also for empowering the board 
of county police to locate a Seat of Justice. Suppose that this board, in 
the exercise of the discretionary power vested in them, should locate the 
Beat‘of Justice in that portion of the Indian Territory included within 
the contemplated county? Our officers of Justice residing there, in the 
discharge of their official duties, would be acting in violation of the treaty, 
the supreme law of the land, and would be liable to be driven from thence 
by the exercise of absolute force. 'Phis would produce a state of things 
deeply to be deplored. — 1t would produce one of those conflicts between 
State and Federal power which it becomes the functionaries of this State 
cautiously to avoid—one of these conflicts which have too often occurred 
to destroy the peace and harmony of this great confederacy. 

Again: The 18tli art. of that treaty provides furtlier, that the lands lying 
within the Choctaw District shall not be sold until the fall of 1833. The 
obvious intentien of this provision is to prevent persons from settling in 
that territory until after the fall ofthat year. The bill above alluded to. 
provides, that the board of county poitce, after having located the Seat of 
Justice, shall proceed to lay off lets, and dispose of the same. Now, if 
the board should locate the Seat of Justice in that portion of the ‘new 
county included within the indian territory, their éompliance with that 
provision of the bill would invite the location of settlers, and thus’ defeat 
the clear and apparent intent of that clause of the treaty,
